If  life  liquid  is  loo  ttrong  it  will 
injure  the  foliage;  therefore  it  is  well, 
in  using  it-for  the  first  time,  to  test  it  on 
.>ne  or  two  small  branches  before  apply¬ 
ing  it  extensively.
